Witerary Intelligence, 


INTERNATIONAL Copyricut Question.—Hone E. Joy Morris, of Philadelphia, 
gave notice, early in the session of the House of Representatives, that he 
should introduce a bill providing for an international copyright. The bill 
which he has since perfected is as follows: 

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR AN INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 
Be it enacted, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the Unitéd States 
of America, in Congress assembled : 

Section 1. That from and after the passage of this act, all the benefits of 
the first, second and third sections of the act entitled, “‘ Aa act to amend the 
several acts respecting copyrights,” passed Feb. 3, 1831, shall be extended to 
any person or persons not a citizen or citizens of the United States, and the 
widow, child or children of said person or persons, subject to the conditions 
and restrictions hereinafter mentioned. 

Sec. 2. That no such person or persons shall be entitled to the benefit of 
this act, unless he or they shall, before publication, deposit a printed copy of 
the title of his or their book or books, map, chart, musical composition, cut or 
engraving, in the Clerk's Office of the District Court of the District wherein 
the publication is made, and shall comply with all the provisions of sections 
fourth and fifth of the Act entitled “ An Act toamend the several Acts re- 


* specting Copyrights,” passed Feb. 3, 1831. 


Sec. 8. That all the rights and immunities granted to citizens of the 
United States, in sections sixth and seventh of the Act entitled “An Act to 
amend the several acts respecting copyrights,” passed Feb. 3, 1831, shall be 
extended to any person or persons, not citizens of the United States, subject 
to the conditions and restrictions hereinafter mentioned. 

Sec. 4. That sections 10th, 11th, 12th and 13th of the act entitled, “ An 
Act to amend the several acts respecting copyrights,” passed Feb. 3, 1831, 
shall be incorporated with and constitute a part of this act. 

Sec. 5. That no beck or books, map, chart, musical composition, print, 
cut, or engraving, made or composed by any person or persons not a citizen 
or citizens of the United States, shall be entitled to the benefits and provi- 
sions of this act, unless the author or authors, proprietor or proprietors of the 


| same, shall cause said book or books, map, chart, musical composition, print, 


eut, or engraving, to be printed and published in the United States by a citizen 
of the United States. : ; 

Sec. 6. That if said book or books, map, chart, musical composition, print, 
eut. or engraving, shall not be published and printed in the United States 
within one month after the publication in the country of which its author is a 
citizen, then the same may be imported or reprinted in this country free from 
the penalties of this act. 

Sec. 7. That if in case the supply of said book or books, map, chart, musi- 
eal composition, print, cut, or engraving shall be exhausted, and the pub- 
lisher or author does not choose to print another edition of the same, then 
the work may be imported or reprinted in this country, free from the penal- 
ties of this act. 

Sec. 8. That so soon as an author or publisher, not a citizen or citizens of 
the United States, shall, after securing a copyright in a book or books, map, 
chart, musical composition, print, cut, or engraving under this act, import 
copies of the foreign edition into this country for sale, then the importation or 
reprinting of the said works shall be free to any one. _ 

Src. 9. ‘That the provisions and benefits of this act shall not apply to 
newspapers or periodical publications. 

Sec. 10. That the benefits and provisions of this act shall be extended 
only to citizens or subjects of those foreign powers which shall have extended 
equal benefits and provisions to citizens of the United States. 

It will be seen that the law proposed by Mr. Morris is,on the principle of 
reciprocity. It will of course be inoperative until similar laws or decrees 
are passed or established by foreign governments, one or all of which are at 
liberty to meet us on the fair and equal platform proposed. Once passed by 
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us, we have done all that we can do, and it remains for them to accept the 
privileges conferred by allowing us the same. Any treaty on this subject, 
such as the one said to be suggested by Lord Napier, cannot effect the de- 
sired object, because its terms will be confined to the two parties uniting in 
it. The establishment of a general law, like that proposed by Mr. Morris, at 
once covers the whole ground, and, while reserving to us our rights, also pro- 
tects us from the impositions of such countries as may not choose to accept 
our terms. 

The subject is one of great and universal interest, and its management 
before Congress is in good hands. Itis highly important that the bill should 
be made as nearly perfect as possible, and I am authorized by Mr. Morris to 
say that he will be very happy to receive any suggestions from any parties 
interested, particularly authors and publishers, in order that it may be re- 
lieved from all probable objections, and its passage by the present Congress 
rendered more certain.—Cor. Pennsylvania Inquirer. 


InTerNatIonaL CopynrentT—Mr. Morris's Bitt.—A few days since we pub- 
lished a copy of the bill introduced on Monday last in the House of Repre 
sentatives by Mr. Morris of Pennsylvania, for the protection of the property 
of foreign authors, Although objections may be taken to some of the de- 
tails of this bill, we sincerely trust that it will pass. Any measure of pro- 
tection to foreign works—no matter how imperfect—would be preferable to 
the present disgraceful state of things. It isa erying injustice and an 
anomaly, that whilst scientific and mechanical discoveries are surrounded with 
all the security that the law can confer, literary property should be exposed 
to piratical encroachments. It is not because the works of authors are less 
useful or confer less benefit on the world than those of inventors that they 
are thus left open to invasion; it is, on the contrary, because they are more 
general and cosmopolitan in their interest und value. The unfairness of ac- 
cording to genius which is partial in its influences, a protection which is de- 
nied to that which is universal, has been so frequently exposed that it is 
unnecessary for us to travel again over that ground. The justice and equity 
of protection to literary men are, in fact, no longer debated by the opponents 
of an international copyright. They now confine themselves to the consider- 
ation of. the magnitude of the commercial interests involved in it, and are 
content to rest the policy of their resistance on that ground alone. 

It isa fact but little creditable to Congress that it should have allowed 
anarrow and professedly selfish view like this, emanating from some half 
dozen monopolist pnblishing houses, to postpone for so long a period a meas- 
ure of such manifest justice and expediency. Could it have been proved by 
anything more reliable than mere assertion that the continuance of the pres- 
ent shameful system of literary piracy was beneficial to the public, to Amer- 
ican literature, or to the publishers themselves, we might understand the 
fierceness of the opposition with which this measure has always been met ; 
but when we find the literary market inundated with trash, native literary 
talent unable to obtain a fair price for its productions, and the great publish- 
ing monopolists themselves failing to sustain their commercial credit, then 
we say that the free trade system of publishing is beneficial to no elass or 
interest. When, too, as we are told by Mr. Thackeray, in his statement at 
the Commercial Traveller’s dinner in London the other day, our first rank’ 
publishing houses are compelled to send out touters on the European high- 
ways to entrap wandering authors, we are forced to add that it is imperative 
on Congress at once to offer to foreign genius the security and protection the 
failure of which necessitates such humiliating shifts. Had we any interna- 
tional copyright, the immense market which this country would afford for 
productions of merit would soon erush out the spurions liierature with 
which the public taste and morals are vitiated. Native as well as exotic 
genius would find full encouragement for its development, and there would 
soon spring up amongst us a multitude of writers like Prescott, Bancroft and 
Washington Irving, who would shed a halo of glory around the literary re- 
putation of the country. 

Whilst, however, we attribute to the selfish and narrow-minded opposi- 
tion of the American publishers the long postponement of an international 
copyright act, it is but fair to state that part of the blame of this delay is 
due to the indiscretion of foreign authors themselves. 

Mr. Dickens came to this country professedly with a view to pave the 
way for a literary treaty between Great Britain and the United States. 
Whatever progress he made whilst here he completely neutralized by the 
yublication of his “American Notes.” The feelings of disappointment and 
indignation which that work aroused rendered the public mind indisposed, 
for the moment ‘o consider favorably any measures having the interests of 
foreign authors .n view. It was this indifference which enabled a few of the 
large publishing houses to prevent the convention made by Mr. Everett, 
when Secretary of State, with Mr. Crampton from being ratified in the 
Senate. Had the current of public feeling run then as strongly in favor of 
measures of protection as it does now, there is no doubt that Mr. Everett’s 
treaty, backed as it was by the influence of government, would have passed 
into law. 

One of the first tasks undertaken by Lord Napier on his arrival here 
was the preparation of an international copyright treaty likely to meet with 
the approval and support of the two governments. He has been in a meas- 
ure anticipated by Mr. E. Joy Morris, of Pennsylvania, himself an author, 
and whose bill is now before Congress, As we have not seen Lord Napier’s 
projet of treaty, we are unable to offer any opinion on the comparative 
merits of the two measures. This much, however, we do say, that we wel- 
come with pleasure any amount of protection, however limited, that Con- 
gress may be disposed to afford to foreign authors, more especially to those 
of Great Britain. It is of the greatest importance that no further delay 
should be allowed to interfere with the completion of a security so urgently 
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called for on both sides of the Atlantic. With a common language, interests 
almost identical, and sympathies daily growing stronger, we should no longer 
permit this last subject of grievance to prevent the consummation of a cordial 
and permanent union between the intellectual minds of both countrie. —N. Y, 
He vald. 

A Lucky Avtuor.—TZo the Editors of the Evening Post: The following 
scrap may be interesting to the bookmakers of America. It is from some 
original material, under the date July, 1773, which lately came into my pos- 
session : 

“Mr. Hawkesworth, author of the ‘Adventurer,’ has published the 
several late voyages to the South Sea, from the materials furnished by Com- 
modore Byrne, Captains Wallace, Cook, &e. These were given into his 
hands by the Lords of the Admiralty, to digest and publish in the most 
elegant manner, which is offered in three quarto volumes, at three guineas 
price. Dr. Robinson received only 4,000 guineas for an original work, the 
‘ Ilistory of Charles V.,’ but Dr. Hawkesworth for this compilation has made 
the following bargain for himself: The English booksellers gave him six 
thousand pounds, and also two hundred sets of the books, for the perpetual 
right of the copy ; he has likewise received from a bookseller at the Hague 
two guineas for every sheet of the work, and the like sum from a Paris book- 
seller, for the exclusive privilege of printing it in the Dutch and French 
languages, The Lords of the Admiralty have also made him a present of 
fifteen hundred guineas, to pay for the copper-plates that adorn these volumes, 
Dr. Hawkesworth owes this good fortune to Mr. Garrick’s recommendation of 
him to Lord Sandwick, through whose interest he is just now chosen a direc- 
tor of the East India Company. This is mentioned as a striking instance of 
the liberality of London booksellers to gentlemen whose talents are dedicated 
to their emolument.

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THE STEREOSCOPE. 


In addition to the many duties which the sun has faithfully and punctually performed for 6000 years or so, he has lately given attention to the 

fine arts. Since M. Daguerre, Prof. Draper, and others, have placed the painter’s pencil in his hand, and employed him in taking “ warrantéd like- 
nesses, or the money returned,” we have learned to look upon the centre of our solar systen as soinething besides a mere warming apparatus for 
our lady mother the earth, and our respect is proportionably increased for the versatility of his talent, by discovering that he has extended his 
sphere in the domain of art, and wields the sculptor’s chisel with a skill that may make Powers hang his head (and perhaps, his body) in very 
despair. 
Most people would like to see a correct representation of St. Peter's, the Cathedral of Strasbourg, Westminster Abbey, Mont Blane, the Venus 
de Medici, Apollo Belvidere, the Leaning Tower of Pisa, Queen Victoria, the Imperial Baby, and the Bunker Hill Monument; and though the 
Dagyerreotype be not so high a manifestation of art as would meet the approval of Mr. Ruskin, not a few would prefer its minute exactness to any 
more poetical imagery. If this may be taken as popular sentiment, how much better pleased would the public eye be with not only a representa- 
tion of such and such like objects as accurately as they can be conveyed upon a plane surface, but with a perfectly correct miniature MODEL, in 
which all the parts are reproduced in their exact proportions, preserving their proper relative distances, and bearing the same relation to the 
daguerreotype or photograph as the living group of the Siddons family would to Harlow’s picture of ‘The Tryal of Queen Katherine.” And yet by 
the perfected Stereoscope this most wonderful wonder is accomplished. 

It has not escaped pretty general observation that animated creation, for the most part, enjoys the possession of duplicate eyes; and it has been 
shrewdly suggested that the especial purpose of this provision is, that a sharp look out may be kept without dangeronsly twisting the neck. With- 
out entering into any scientific investigation into the laws of optics, we may remark that each eye is capable of receiving and communicating im- 
pressions independently to the brain. If we look at a horse with the left eye alone, or with the right eye alone, or with both eyes together, he is 
still a horse. If we look at a daguerreotype in the same manner, it still remains a daguerreotype. We hope all our readers understand thoroughly 
the beautiful distinction between monocular and binocular views, more particularly as we don’t. At any rate, it may be taken for granted that 
there is a difference, which is all-sufficient for present purposes. By the binocular or two-eyed view, a very singular and remarkable effect can be 
produced. If two exactly similar daguerreotypes of the same object be taken and looked at simultaneously, one by each eye, all idea or appearance 
of plane surface is dispelled, and instead of a picture we see a reduced copy of the thing itself, with its accessories, in all their relations as solid 
objects. Thus, in looking at daguerreotypes of St. Peter’s in this manner, we would see a miniature of that edifice, not in relief, but a perfect and 
wonderfal illusion of the church itself, within the dimensions of a walnut. By the same method we may see a carved statue, in little, of the Greek 
Slave, or a model of Mont Blane, or of anything else. A group of persons is produced with all the fidelity of outline given by the daguerreotype, 
but without the slightest appearance of being a picture. A box, a tree, a road, does not convey the idea of shape or dimensions by means of the 
distribution of light and shade, foreshortening, adjustment of outline, or relations of size, but becomes a small box, a small tree, or a small road, not 
seeming to be a large box or tree diminished by distance, but a small box or tree, near by, to be touched and played with, and be broken like 
children’s toys. This idea of solidity is the basis of the name given to the apparatus by means of which these effects are produced; and the Stereo- 
scope invented by Prof. Wheatstone, and modified and perfected by Sir David Brewster, may be briefly described as a box to hold two pictures 
placed opposite two tubes containing refracting lenses to which the eyes are adjusted.— American Publishers’ Circular, Sept. 18th, 1856.
